TROLLEY CARS 

(part 2) 




By Edith Lat'rancis 

The West Spi'ingfiekl and Agawam Street Ritilway was granted 
the first fraiiehisc for trolley service in Agawam and deposited a 
performance guarantee of $2000 in the Pyiichon National Bank. For 
some reason they defaulted. Agawam tried to collect the money, 
but before the time of forfeiture expired the company brought suit 
to get it back. The court issued an injunction against removal of 
the money from the bank. The court referred the case to an auditor 
and the next year it was under consideration by the Supreme Court. 
It was settled in 19().3. The town report says that “The court decided 
favorably to the trustees and .$1500 has been paid into the town 
treasury.” 

IVleanwliile three petitions for the franchise were considered by 
the selectnren. Two from the Hartford and Springfield Street Rail¬ 
way were dismissed and the one from the Springfield Street Railway 
^I’antcd. The selectmen were influenced no doubt by West Spring- 
field, which had been doing business with the company for several 
years. 

Some of the townspeople objected to the idea of trolleys because 
of probable expense to the town and because the installation of 
tracks and pole.s would spoil the looks of the street. The selectmen 
•went ahead nevertheless. 

The contract with the Pittsburg Bridge Co., included a tempo¬ 
rary bridge to be built on the site of the covered bridge which had 
been destroyed by fire. This wooden trestle bridge lasted six months, 
and high water “removed" it. The steel bridge was finally finished 
and the trolley rails laid across it. The ti’olley company paid part 
of the cost of the bridge, reconstructed the small Whitman Bridge at 
the south end and laid track to the Suffield line. 

The town report for year ending March 9, J901 states:— 

“Tlie Springfield Company has caused the town no expense in 
Ibuilding, on'the contrary, have improved the street wonderfully in 
many places, by cutting, widening and building railings; they also 
have expended a large sum of money on Whitman Bridge which 
sooner or later the town would have been called upon to expend. A 
large section of the main walls and two wing- walls have been taken 
down and rebuilt much heavier than before. 3.77 miles were in opera¬ 
tion Sept. 30, so that we received excise tax upon the same amount¬ 
ing to $825.95.” Whitman Bridge was used safely a few years later 
by freight cars loaded witli traprock for consti-uction of Riverside 
awimming pool. 

Double tracks were installed from Cooper St. to Meadow St., 
(Todd’.s turnout) and from Leonard St., to the Gin Mill. On summer 
days, five and six cai’s at a time could be seen waiting on these 
tumouts for an equal number to go by in the opposite direction; Be¬ 
fore autos were in general use, a trip to Riverside was either by boat 
or trolley. The large open cars held quite a crowd and the two run- 
ningbonrds were usually festooned with young men clinging to the 
supports with one hand and to their straw hats Math the other. While 
the cars were waiting on the turnout, these riders descended their 
precarious perch and often wandered into a nearby garden for a 
flower with which to adorn a lapel. There was always a good deal 
of singing and noise, especially on Saturday and Sunday, so tliat 
people living on Main St., were gaUl for the quiet of Monday morning. 

This trolley line was eventually extended to Suffield and Hart¬ 
ford.

Open Water 

All signs point to an early ice- 
out and better than ever salmon 


fishing for Winnipesuukee and 
Winnisquam lakes in New Hamp¬ 
shire this spring. Ice-out, of 
course is dependent on the weath¬ 
er, but there was limited open 
water for the April 1st opening. 

A prediction of “best-ever” 
fishing in these two major lakes 
is based on netting and ci'cel cen¬ 
sus data collected since 19G0 by 
biologists of the New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Department’s' 
Management and liesearch Divi¬ 
sion. Their records show that an 
increase in the fall netting catch 
has been followed by improved 
fishing the next .spring. In the 
fall of 1962 the netting catch was 
excellent and anglers success in 
the spring of 1963 was considex'ed 
one of the best ever experienced. 
Since two to three times as many 
salmon were netted this past fall 
as in 1962, it seems logical to 
expect that this spring’s fishing 
will be the best in the history of 
the state. 

The New England Outdoor 
Writers .4.ssociation are holding 
their spring meeting on Winni- 
pesaukee this year May 16, 16, 
and 17. We plan to attend and ; 
will try seriously to bidng to net 
a few salmon. We also are plan¬ 
ning to try the “Fly Fishing 
Only” stretch of river in the area 
for trout that you must release 
after catching them. This is a 
new experience for the State of 
New Hampshire, and we are anx¬ 
ious to give the pros and cons 
of the fishing ventui*e. Mostly to 
note the amount of angler hours 
spent in this stretch of river. 
Time will tell whether the proj¬ 
ect will be successful or not.
